Tree-Planting Project 


Shared Jointly by Star 


and City of Hope 


The "gaps" in Hope's memorial line 


of American elm trees, planted a year 
ago and running a mile and a half out 
of town in cither direction on the 
Broadway of America, were being 
filled in Wednesday. 


A checkup during the winter showed 


that of the original 236 baby elms 
planted last year only 85 died—which 
meant that 64 per cent of the trees 
survived thoir first and most critical 
year. 


85 Trees Planted 


Wednesday morning the 85 replace- 


ments were being planted as a joint 
project of Hope Star and the City of 
Hope. The actual planting is being 
directed by Elbert Burke, with tech- 
nical advice by George W. Ware, as- 
sistant dircctor~in charge of the Fruit 
& Truck Branch Experiment Station. 
Marion Manroe, city street commis- 
sioner, and Frank Newberry assisted, 
representing Mayor Albert Graves and 
the city council. 


The labor includes three negroes, 


one a paid hand, and two who are 
"working out" police fines. • 


Originating at the suggestion of 


Hope Star, which borrowed the idea 
from Waverly, fenn., the tree project 
was launched March 28,. 1936. Follow- 
ing a civic group meeting presided 
over by Roy Anderson, Hope Star do- 
nated ?50 cash; 'the city council match- 
ed this , with ' another $50; the local 
American Legion post donated ?25; t 
Legion'Auxiliary $5; an<V various in- 
dividuals contributed between them $5 
—for a total of ?135. 


Planted March 28, 1936 


Two hundred and thirty-six 'baby 


American elms were ordered from the 
Texas Nursery company at Sherman, 
Texas—and the trees were put down 
by voluntary labor of the Alton CCC 
camp recruits Saturday, March 28, 
1936. 
The Star, as the close of the 


planting, entertained the CCC boys 
with an ice-cream party, and the 
Rotary club furnished cakes. 


Two weeks ago the 85 replacements 


were ordered from the same nursery. 
The trees arrived Tuesday afternoon, 
and arc being planted Wednesday un- 
der the same 50-50 terms between the 
newspaper and the city government. 


The 85 replacement trees cost 40 


cents each, plus J5.93 freight, and 
some labor charge in planting.

plained on Itinerary

The 1937 agricultural conservation 


program will be launched immediately 
in Nevada county, J. L. Hiler, count; 
agent, has announced. The early an. 
nouncement of the 1937 program should 
enable every firmer in Nevada county 
to Ian his farming operations for the 
year in order to take full advantage 
of the opportunities offered under the 
program, he stated. 


Farmers are already familiar with 


most details of the 1937 program, since 
it follows in general the outlines of the 
one in operation in 1936, .the county 
agent pointed out. However, there an 
a few changes about which they shoulc 
be informed. Producers will find these 
changes fit into a well regulated farm 
program better than regulations per- 
mitted in 1936. 


Mr. Hiler has planned community 


meetings throughout the county to bet- 
ter familiarize the growers with the 
program. A complete 
understanding 


of the program would prevent disap- 
pointments next fall when checks ar- 
rive.

First Signs of Measles Resemble Early Symptoms 


of Severe Cold

Eleven to 14 days usually elapse be- 


tween the time when a child is expos- 
ed to measles and when it actually 
comes down with the disease. Seldom 
is the incubation period as short as 
three days. There are cases on record, 
however, in which it seems to have 
been as long as 18 to 20 days. 


The disease is highly contagious 


when the patient begins coughing and 
sneezing, which may occur before ap- 
pearance of the eruption. At a party 
in which 13 little girls \vere present, 12 
caught measles. The one who escap- 
ed had already had the disease. The 
eruption did not break out on the one 
responsible for the spread of the dis- 


' 
ease until the day after the party. The 
' 
other children became ill 11 to 12 days 


• afterward. 
; 
As a child begins to come down with 


measles, he has, first of all, the symp- 


" toms of a'severe cold, including mois- 


tening of the eyes, sensitivity to light, 
sneezing, and discharges from the nose. 
There may be a hoarse, hard cough and 
some soreness of the throat. 


Inflammation of the eyes is a con- 


dition peculiar to measles. Another is 
the appearance of little white spots 
on the mucus membranes of the 


•„, cheeks and lips, and on the palate. 


• >• ".These little bluish white sppts are sur- 


rounded by reddish areas of inflamma- 
tion, and are commonly called Koplik disease. 


spots, after the physician who describ- 
ed them. 


Three or four days after running 


nose and slight fever appear, a rasr 
breaks out on the face, mouth, anc 
chin, and then spreads over the trunk, 
arms, thighs, and legs. The victim is 
likely to be sicker while the rash is 
coining out than at any other stage ol 
the disease. He may also have lack ol 
appetite, coated tongue, some loose- 
ness of the bowels, and similar dis- 
turbances. 


The secondary complications which 


affect the lungs are far n.ore serious 
than measles itself, and every possible 
attempt must be made to guard against 
such complications. 
Practically 
all 


deaths from measles are due to com- 
plications. 


When a child lias measles he should 


be placed alone in a room and other 
children should not be permitted to 
come in contact with him. In this re- 
gard, parents owe an absolute duty to 
the children of their neighbors and 
friends. 


Whenever a case of measles appears 


in a school, parents of other children 
should be warned of the occurrence 
and advised to be on the lookout for 
symptoms of measles in their own 
children. This is one of the most im- 
portant steps in the prevention of this

Other similarities appear on 
closer inspection and there can be 
no doubt that all three documents 
,vere written by the same person. 


Not the victim, but the writer 


of the share quotations therefore 
wrote the alleged last message, so 
hat there is no evidence as to 
when the murder was committed. 
The alibi of the man presumed to 
be Stodart begins only at 7:25 
vhen he entered the lounge. If 
he crime was committed before 
hat his alibi falls to the ground. 


Examination of the 
evidence 


brings other points to light show- 
ng that the man known as Stod- 
rt throughout the investigation is 
n reality Bolitho Blane. 
These 


are as follows: 


First—Photograph D of Blane's 


Dathroom shows a safety razor on 
he washstand, whereas photo- 
raph E of Stodart's cabin shows 
, cut-throat razor on the wash- 
tand. The photograph presumed 
to be of Stodart, flashed by Detec- 
ive Officer Neame on the morn- 
ng after the crime, shows a razor 
ut on the man's face. It is ob- 
/ious that he had always been 
used to shaving with a safety ra- 
or but, as suite C was locked up 
fter the murder, he could not 
et at this, and had to do the bt^t 
e could to shave himself with the 
ut-throat razor that was in Stod- 
rt's cabin. 
Second—On examination of the 


photograph presumed to be of 
Stodart, it is apparent that the 
coat he is wearing is too big for 
him, as the sleeve is overlong, and 
the garment must have been built 
for a slightly taller man. It is ob- 
vious that Blane, having changed 
identities with his secretary, had 
to wear his secretary's clothes, 
which did not quite fit him.

nPHIRD—It will be recalled that 
-*• on the night of the 8th, when 
the rnan presumed to be Stodart 
dined wtih Kettenng, he com- 
plained of an abscess which was 
causing him trouble with his false 
teeth and, as the upper set were 
slipping badly, he was unable to 
eat uny solids. 
An examination 


of photograph D of Blane's bath- 


plate brush, the latter being an 
indication that Blane had false 
teeth, whereas in photograph E of 
Stodart's cabin there is on the 
wash basin an ordinary tooth 
brush only. 


Further, in the inventory of 


Blane's belongings there appears 
a bottle of Gum Tragacanth pow- 
der, which is used for sprinkling 
upon dentures in order to keep 
these in position in the mouth. As 
suite C was locked after 
the 


crime, Blane was no longer able 
to get at this powder, hence his 
difficulty in keeping his false teeth 
in place on the following night. 


Fourth—It will be recalled that, 


at the end of his first examination, 
on the morning after the crime, 
the Bishop of Bude fainted. At 
that time it was assumed, upon 
the Bishop's word, that his faint 
was caused by a weak heart and 
the fact that he had had no break- 
fast. 


It is clear, however, that the 


true reason was the shock he sus- 
tained upon the man, presumed to 
be Stodart, coming into the.cabin. 
As the Bishop had not breakfast- 
ed with the others it was the first 
time that morning he had seen the 
secretary and, as he knew him to 
be Blane, he must have thought 
at first that he was seeing a ghost. 


The reason for Blane's letter, 


written from New York to the 
Bishop, warning him that some 
very strange things might occur 
once the yacht put to sea, and 
that whatever might happen the 
Bishop was to keep his mouth shut 
for his own sake, no\v becomes 
apparent.

Valencia Protects 
Self Against Raids 


Leg Power Drives 


an Italian Glider 


Actually Flies, Maki-ng 


Five-Eighths of a Mile 


in Two Minutes 


MILAN.-—W—Poor men may share 


Icarus' dream of human flight as a re- 
wit of the cycle-plane now under- 
going tests here. 


The cyclo-planc has no motors, con- 
umes no gas or oil. All it requires 
for operation is a pair of sturdy human 
legs and a spirit of adventure. 


The apparatus, a cross between a 


bicycle and a glider, was designed by 
Knea Bossi, an American citizen of 
Italian origin, who is employed by a 
Philadelphia aviation company. 


H is a small-cabin, high-wing mon- 


oplane, whose twin propellers receive 
power through a geared mechanism 
which the pliot operates with bicycle 
pedals. 


In recent trials, VHtorio Bonomi, 


a boyhood friend of the inventor, 
piloted the novel apparatus 
five- 


eighths of a mile in slightly more than 
two minutes, which he assorted was a 
world record. Soon, he says, he hopes 
to make a flight between cities. 


The cycle-plane is about 21 feet long 


with a wing spread of 48 feet. Its pro- 
pellers revolve in opposite directions 


It weighs 210 pounds without a pilot, 


has an air speed of about 20 miles an 
hour and a landing speed of loss than 
five miles an hour. 


The controls are manipulated.entire- 


ly by hand to leave the feet free to 
generate power. In flight the pedals 
need bo operated only occasionally 
between periods of coasting on favor- 
able air currents. 


Aviation enthusiasts here say its sim- 


plicity of operation and comparative 
safety will make it an ideal device for 
training student pilots.

Bomb-Proof Shelters Con- 


structed in City Which 


Has No Subways 


VALENCIA. Spain. — Of] — Aeria 


bombardments, which have sown si 
much death in Spain, soon will holi 
little terror for this Levantc capita' 
probable next target for the insurgen 
projectiles. 


The poorest protected city in Spain 


a few months ago. Valencia is bcin 
equipped with ultra-modern bomb- 
proof shelters which will make it one 
of the safest in Eurcopc. 


Forty-six refugees of reinforced con-' 


crctc, believed built so strongly that 
not even the most, powerful aerial 
bombs would penetrate them, are near-: 
ing completion. 


With capacities ranging from 1,000 


to 4,000 persons each, they will afford 
protection against death from the skies 
to nearly 1,000,000 persons should Val- 
encia be bombed. 


Eighteen hundred workmen arc en- 


gaged on the project, which involves 
the expenditure of some 50,000,000 pe- 
setas, over $7,000,000 at current ex- 
change. 


Water lies so near the surface in 


most parts of the city that few build- 
ings have basements. The difficulty 
of obtaining solid vesting for buildings 
in the treacherous undersoil has com- 
pcllcd extreme lightness of structure. 


There might be some measure of 


safely in the lower floors of the taller 
business buildings, whose foundations 
rest on groat floating slabs of concrete, 
but the average apartment house of 
Valencia probably would be crushed 
like paper under the impact of a 225- 
pound bomb or a heavy projectile. 


In both Madrid and Barcelona there 


arc deep subways to which residents 
flock when air raid warnings are 
.sounded. Valencia no subways. 


The .shelters, designed by technic- 


ians .summoned by the government 
from all parts of Europe, are being 
placed at strategic points throughout 
the city, with the larger number in the 
outlying workers' districts w h e r e 
houses arc cheap, fragile affairs. Va- 
cant Jots and the centers of broad 
boulevards were the .sites chosen. 


Diggers, working in relays, excavat- 


ed broad pits, going down until they 
were halted by seepage through the 
undiTlying Hay. Retaining Willis of 
reinforced concrete from three to .six 
feel thick were put in place, .some with 
removable wooden moulds, some with 
permanent brick inner facing. 


In those pit.s tubular shaped galleries 


wore constructed with twisting ramp 
entrances at cither end. 


A protecting cover of six feet of re- 


inforced concrete shields these gal- 
leries, and on top of this an eight-foot 
layer of earth. The original plans 
called for only a four-foot concrete 
roof, but technicians increased this to 
six feet after .seeing how supposedly 
bomb-proof subways in Madrid had 
been crushed by the more powerful 
bombs.
